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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

As to claim 38, "the semi-crystallized structure" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claims 36,39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamazaki et al in view of Nakamura et al. 

Nakamura et al teach an optical disc with electrodes, but does not provide for 
"sol gel nanodisk". 

As to claims 36,39, it would have been obvious to employ a sol-gel film of smaller 
than 300nm thickness on Yamazaki's disc as Nakamura teaches (col. 2, lines 17-20, 
29-34; col. 2, lines 8-10) use of a sol gel to provide for a tracking guides. 

Claim 37 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

As to claim 10, note was made of "two" (line 1) in combination with remaining 
claim limitations. 

As to claims 11,18, note was made of the use of a "tip" (in both steps) with 
remaining claim limitations. 
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As to claim 26, note was made of "exposing a sensor to at least one ambient 
chemical" in combination with remaining claim limitations.
